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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Applicant's Amendment and Arguments 

1 . The amendment filed January 15, 2010 has been entered and made of record. 

2. In response to the replacement drawing, the objection to the drawings is 
withdrawn. 

3. In response to the amendment to the specification, the objection to the disclosure 
due to informalities is withdrawn. 

4. It is noted that contrary to Applicant's traversal of the objection to the 
specification, the Examiner did not object to the specification due to the lack of properly 
labeled section headings. The Examiner only suggested the labeled headings, and 
made no requirement regarding them. 

5. In response to the amendment to the claims, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, 2 nd paragraph, and 103(a), are withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claim 19 have been fully 
considered, but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

8. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent 
Application Publication 20060050052 to Mekenkamp et al. (hereinafter referred to as 
"Mekenkamp") in combination with U.S. Patent Application Publication 20040228504 to 
Chang (hereinafter referred to as "Chang"). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1 ) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 .131 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

9. As to claim 19, Mekenkamp discloses a pointing device (Fig. I, element 101 ), 
extending along a longitudinal axis (Fig. 3), containing a camera ([0048], first sentence) 
positioned in the pointing device such that the camera generates an image of a target 
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area in front of the pointing device in the direction, along the longitudinal axis of the 
pointing device, in which the pointing device is aimed ([0048], second sentence). 

10. Although Mekenkamp does disclose a motion sensor [0020], it does not disclose 
that the motion sensor that activates the device. However, using a motion sensor to 
activate a device is well known in the art. For example, Chang discloses this ([0022]; 
initiating means, which may be a motion sensor, for initiating the device). The use of a 
motion sensor to activate the device would provide more convenience to the user. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Mekenkamp's device to utilize a motion sensor to activate the device as taught by 
Chang. 

1 1 . Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 7,129,986 to Wang et al. (hereinafter referred to as "Wang") in combination with 
Chang. 

12. As to claim 1 9, Wang discloses a pointing device (Fig.1 ; the device is pointed to 
acquire pictures), extending along a longitudinal axis (inherent), comprising: 

a camera positioned in the pointing device (Fig.1; imaging device (2)) such that 
the camera generates an image of a target area in front of the pointing device in the 
direction along the longitudinal axis of the pointing device, in which the pointing device 
is aimed (Fig. 3; column 4, lines 4-5). Wang does not disclose a motion sensor that 
activates the pointing device. However, using a motion sensor to activate a device is 
well known in the art. For example, Chang discloses this ([0022]; initiating means, 
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which may be a motion sensor, for initiating the device). The use of a motion sensor to 
activate the device would provide more convenience to the user. Therefore it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Wang's device to utilize a 
motion sensor to activate the device as taught by Chang.

13. Claims 1-18 and 20 are allowed.
